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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed 6/14/2004 has been entered, and all pending claims have 
been carefully reconsidered in light of the amended limitation. However, the claims remain 
unpatentable. A new ground of rejection is furnished in this office action in response to the 
newly added limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Simpson et al (US 
5,550,671). 

Simpson discloses an optical device with all the limitations set forth in the claims, 
including: a dispersion compensator ('DSF' Fig. 1) to receive multiplexed light (column 2 lines 
57-60) and disperse the received multiplexed light at a predetermined dispersion value; said 
dispersion compensator having one input end connected to a transmission line (Fig. 1); a first 
reflecting and transmitting filter provided on the other end of the dispersion compensator (* 14' 
Fig. 1), to reflect light having a specified wavelength and to transmit light having a wavelength 
other than the specified wavelength, which effectively demultiplexes the multiplexed input light 
(column 2 lines 47-49); wherein the light having the specified wavelength is reflected through 
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the dispersion compensator such that light having the specified wavelength passes through the 
dispersion compensator plurality of times (Fig. 1 and column 2 lines 47-49). 

Response to Arguments 
In view of the new ground of rejection provided in this office action based on a newly 
cited reference, applicant's arguments regarding Adams et al (US 6,122,421) are moot.
